K fame as the Musketiers with a ſhoulder'd Musket, viz. that he 
ſtand ſtraight upon his-Limbs, holding up his Head, looking briskly, 
wirh his Eye always-turned. towards the Commanding Officer, and 
making no other motions than the Commands-do bear, that he keep 
his Feet a ſmall pace diltant from each other, his Heels in a ftraight 
Line, his Toes' tuxn'd outwardly, and holding the _ Butt-end of the 
Pike in his right hand; ſtretched downwards along | his Body;to the 
tull leagrh, ſo thatthe back of his hand be turn'd fomuch outwardly, 
as his Arm in ſuch poſture can ſuffer without conſtraint, and the 
Pike be kept cloſe as well to his ſhoulder as the outtide- of his Thigh, 
that it may ſtand ſtraight upwards, without inclining to either hand,
